These are unobtainium here in Australia. I rebuilt a couple of perished ones 
by making a mould from paper and re-embedding the studs in silicone rubber 

compund. They don't look so great but they work well. It's important to use 
the silicone that DOESN'T give off acetic acid (vinegar smell) while curing.

>Years ago I had a 75A4 with noticeable hum; it came off and on with ac 
>power, and was unrelated to warm-up or voltage decay upon turnoff. Noting 
>that the output transformer was mounted next to the power transformer, I 
>removed it, wired it in with long leads, and moved it around to see what 
>would happen. I found that the output transformer made a pretty good hum 
>pickup coil, and the only thing that helped was orientation and distance 
>from the power transformer. 


This same problem occurs with the Hammarlund HQ120 et al series, especially 
if you have a replacement power transformer.

This was a 1950 16" Admiral blonde 
console with doors. This was in an era when $40.00 a week was a 
decent wage. The family TV was a prized and well used possession. 


I still recall that set. It had a round metal CRT. The whole envelope 
of the thing was the 2nd anode and had a potential of maybe 12 - 15 KV. 
The chassis slid out on a wooden rail for easy service. Neat turret 
tuner too. Still recall the feel. Later, my dad cut half the depth off 
of the cabinet and turned it into a speaker cabinet. It became the 
second channel for the Knight kit 20W stereo amplifier that I built. 
This group can spark so many good memories.

RCA's original TV design was the 630TS which was licensed out by them to a 
number of manufacturers. The nomenclature is interesting: 
6 = 1946, the year it was designed 

30 = the number of tubes in it 

TS = you figure it out. 
My brother worked for RCA in the Industry Service Labs in Princeton at the 
time. I remember that he added AFC to the set by reflexing the dc signal 
level through one of the IF stages and used it to drive a neon bulb. The bulb 
was coupled to the oscillator stage of the tuner. I imagine that it got 
written up as a service note or a patent since that's how you got promotions 
at RCA. He later worked on color TV and got some patents in that area.
